he had left her house. Also she advised that when he changed 
clothes at her home, she observed that he was wearing red 
nylon shorts. WEBSTER advised that under the charred body 
there was found three quarters, a dime and a nickel and close 
to the body, a pair of burned tennis shoes. Also WEBSTER 
advised that in the car found near the warehouse was a pair 
of sandals which were similar to the ones that VALNEY!s 
girlfriend reported that he was wearing when he visited her.

had been reported by the owner whose name WEBSTER

VALNEY. WEBSTER stated that he is not certain that the 
destroyed body is that of VALNEY. He pointed out that VALNEY's 
personal ear has not been found. He stated that the possibility 
exists that the death of the man found in the ruins of the 
burned building is some type of gangland murder or possibly 
arson, or possibly that the fire was accidently caused, 


He advised that he has put out an APB concerning 
VALNEY's missing automobile and that his investigators are 
continuing to work on the case in an effort to determine 
the identity of the corpse and the reason for the fire.

He said he recalled inspecting that 
building on about two previous occasions and had always remarked 
that the building seemed to be in excellent shape, very neat and 


orderly. He said the man who was i harge at the fire 
was Chief DRISCOLL who resides W  — —] 

DRISCOLL advised that while the fire was burning, an 
individual who identified himself to him as CHUCK ENGLISH had 
made the statement that he could not understand how the fixe 
could have started becauge all of the wiring was new. He` 
said that on one occasion ENGLISH wanted to get to the safe 
that was located on the premises but that he would not allow 
ENGLISH.to do so. He said that when a fire is in progress, the 
ranking officer is in charge of the building. DRISCOLL added 
that from what he was able to determine, the safe on the premises 
was capable of standing eleven hundred degrees for a period of one 
hour. DRISCOLL estimated that the safe was in a fire that was 
going for approximately three hours at three thousand degrees.
